LOSS OF CITY TAXES: THE REMEDY. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in the 


tax cases has seemingly blotted out all the 
uncollected taxes of 1873 and previous years 
represented under the two heads of taxes ap- 
pealed and enjoined and tax-certificates of 
sale. These amount tothe sum of $1,064,779. 


Leaving out of view for the present the 


probable result of the collection of taxes for 
1874, it is pertinent to inquire whether there 
is any remedy for this loss, or can there be 
one found short of additional legislation, and 
can the Legislature even remedy the loss ? 
The city, in anticipation of the collection of 
this revenue, has borrowed the money and 
expended it for the purposes for which the 
tax was levied, The general public have had 
the benefit of the expenditure ; but, instead 
of being a debt due by the delinquent prop- 
erty-holders, it now practically stands in the 
form of a debt against all the property in the

THE PANIC IN ENGLAND. 

The Chicago organ of shinplaster expan- 
sion, high-tariff taxation, and the corrupt 
rings, partly misunderstands and partly mis- 
represents Tun TAU explanation of the 
English panic. It follows the acoepted defi- 
nition that ‘‘ Whatever gives profit is capi- 
tal,” and then proceeds to say: 

In a word, Tae Tarsuns maintains that the com- 
mercial community of England have accumulated so 


large a surplus of rent and mterest-psying capital 
that they are unable to pay their debts! To charac- 
terize this explanation ef the present panic in Eu- 
gland as nonsense, is to use 4 very mild term. We 
have been told that the way to avoid panics is to main- 


We have been told by the free-trade bullionists thas 
our panics are caused by currency inflation, protection, 
and a lack of “capital”; and now we see England 
rent by a panic, notwithstanding England has free 
trade, is free from currency inflation, and possesses a 
surplus of capital.“ 

Now, accepting the above definition of 
capital, it loses its character when it is no 
longer invested reproductively, or when it 
ceases to bring rent. The desire to keep 
capital in active motior, when it had acoumu- 
lated in an excess above all legitimate de- 


other words, it was an excess or “inflation 
of capital,”—that is, an expansion beyond the 
limits where it could be made reproductive at 
home, or to bring a rent abroad, with reason- 
able assurance of preserving the principal. 
We will outline the argument we used before. 
The British nation has been produc- 
ing 100,000,000 pounds sterling (8500, 
000,000) per annum over and above its 
home demands. It found an outlet 
abroad, and was loaned for invyest- 
ment to foreign Governments, State 
and local; to railroad and mining 
corporations; to companies for public im- 
provements and premature developments; to 
everybody and everything that promised a 
return of the principal. Then came repudia- 
tion in various quarters. Governments and 
corporations suspended payments. Railroad 
building and public improvements were 
brought to a stand-still. Not only did the de- 
mand fall off, but there was no longer any 
reasonable prospect of getting back the prin- 
cipal in loans of this character. It was then 
that English capital began to accumulate in 
the vaults, where it lost its character as 
capital and became non-productive. At 
this time there was an abnormal and 
unhealtifal demand at home. Many of 
the manufacturers had extended their 
business beyond their own resources, stimu- 
lated thereto by the demand incident to the 
railroad extensions, public improvements, and 
premature developments we have already 
poted. They were crippled (1) by the long 
strikes st home, and (2) by a sudden suspen- 
sion of the demand from abroad. The Ameri- 
can panic of 1873 bore heavily upon them 
among other things. They then became 
heavy borrowers, not to meet a growing busi- 
ness, brt to carry losses already sustained and 
increasing. They got the idle money upon 
securities which would not have satisfied the 
English capitalists a few years before, but be- 
cause the capital was idle, and its owners 
were wady to loan it even to hard-up 
manufaturers and reckless speculators. 
There had to be a day of ssttle- 
ment o strike the balance and wipe 
out the losses, This was the story of in- 
flation of capital and ite consequences. If 
the Chicago organ of shinplaster expansion, 
high-t@iff taxation, and the corrupt rings 
cannot understand it, it is because the ex- 
planation goes a little deeper than that organ 
is accustomed to penetrate. 

But the conclusion of the Jar Coors and

unfettered commerce and solid currency, is 
not the same sort of thing as an American 
panic, which comes from the joint influence 
of a high tariff and the expansion of rag 
money.

which a portion of the enormous surplus cap- 
ital, unwisely invested because it isa surplus, 
is wiped ont.

tration of commerce, no general suspension 
of business, no general suspension of produc- 
tion, nothing akin tothe universal stagnation, 
want, gloom, suffering, and misery incident 
to an American panic which follows an ex- 
pansion of credits. And the difference is to 
be accounted for by the facts that free trade 
opens the markets of the world to Great 
Britain, that a sound currency enables the 
people to do business on s uniform basis, and 
that taxes are distributed 
as to bear lightly upon labor and

The organization of the Jeffersonian Club 
in this city may be regarded as an honest 
effort of the respectable element in the 
Democratic party to assert itself in the con- 
trol of party matters.

THE PARIS & DANVILLE BAILROAD TAPS EOYPT.

CRAWFORD COUNTY 
was oneof the original fifteen counties that 
composed the State. Its territory originally in- 
cluded Chicago, or Fort Dearborn, as it was then 
called. y, Crawford County is a little over 
20 miles square, two-thirds of ite surface still 
being timber land. It lies directly south of 
22 aud now that it has direct rail connec- 
on, can be reached in twelve hours. 

Notwithstanding the general depression which 
has attended all railway securities and evter- 
prises since the disastrous panic of 1873, there 
ate certain earlier projected companies which 
continue to steadily lengtheo their lines and aug - 
ment their facilities for doing business. Fre- 
quently during the last three years Tun Tarsuxe 
bas called attention to the Chicago, Danviile & 
Vincennes Railroad and its connections. Of late, 
however, whatever mention has been made of 
that Company has been only in reference to ite 
embarrassed condition, In February the State 
Court took charge of it, and two Recervers were 
appointed. In May the United States Court as- 
sumed its management, and now its officer, Ad- 
na Anderson, is operating it as Receiver. 

THE ORIGINAL CHARTER 

of this Company was obtained from the Legis-- 
lature under the assurances that it should prove 

a direct line from Ohicago to the Ohio River, 

and be operated to develop a large district of the 
State which by right is tribatary to Chicago, and 
at the same time provide a wholesome check 
upon the exorbitant charges of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Company. Money without stint was fur- 
nished the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Com- 
pany for these purposes, but somehow or other 
the objects were never attained. A gap of 20 
miles was left unfinished between Chicago and 
Dalton, and at Danvilie the main line was de- 
flected into Indiana because the Directors 
thought they sew a chance to buy up an old 
charter, and with it secure a heavy local subsidy. 

Trae, the Chicago, Danville & Vincenves 
Company bas been of great local bene- 

fit to the country between Danville and 
Chicago, and has measurably increased 
the business of Chicago merchants ; 

but the original design fell far short of compie- 
tion. Notwithstanding ita financial misfortune, 

the line is in existence, and is being operated, 

and now it only remains for Chicago merchants 

and manufacturers to utilize it by laying claim 
to the trade of a large aud thickly-cettled por- 
tion ot the State hitherto completely isolated 
from them. 

In 1869 John L. Tincher, of Danville; Hiram 
Sanford, of Paris; John Seholfield, of Marshall; 
E. Callahan, of Robinson; and others, united in 
procuring from the Legislature a charter for a 
railroad from Danville south through the coun- 
ties of Vermillion, Edgar, Clark, Crawford, Law- 
rence, and Edwards. This ecbarter by right 
should have been an extension of the Chicago, 
Daaville & Vincennes line, but, as stated above, 
that line was changed, and the Paris & Danville 
Company became an original one, and has now 
completed its track into Robinson, a distance of 
80 miles, and to-day the construction corps is at 
work laying iron on toward Lawrenceville. At 
Marshal! the Company has stored iron enough to 
reach Lawrenceville, where a connection will be 
made with the Ohio & Mississippi. 

THE ULTIMATE OBJECT 
of the Company is to reach Mt. Carmel, on the 
Wabash River, where it will intersect the Cairo 
& Vincennes Railroad, and have a southern out- 
let. It is hoped this will be soon accomplished, 
as it will then give Chicago a competing line for 
the southern business with the Illinois Central.
